New York, Oct. 23.—Acting State 
Su perintendent of Banks Skinner has 
notified Attorney General Jackson that 
the affairs of the K nickerbocker T ru st 
company, while not hopeless, are in 
so critical a condition that the attor­ 
ney general shou ld be prepared to act 
at any time. 


New York, Oct. 23.—The stock m ar­ 
ket in New York has not been su bject­ 
ed to greater strain in many year3 
than was the case yesterday. 
Only 
the m ost powerfu l and persistent su p­ 
port saved it from ru nning into abso­ 
lu te demoralization, and with the best 
that cou ld be done the resu lts were 
su fficiently seriou s, as is abu ndantly 
testified by the list of price changes 
and by the volu me of transactions. Of 
the dealings recorded a greater pro­ 
portion than in form er times m u st be 
allowed for genu ine transactions, ow­ 
ing to the m any withdrawals of the 
great plu nging class of operators from 
the m arket in recent months. 
The 
storm of liqu idation raged in varying 
degree at different times of the day 
and with varying force in different 
qu arters of the m arket. 
Qu estions af­ 
fecting individu al properties gave no 
explanation for these variations, the 
banking and tru st companies situ ation 
and the qu estion of its ramifications 
and of its bearing on the general finan­ 
cial position absorbing attention to the 
entire exclu sion of all other su bjects. 
A severe shock was cau sed by the an­ 
nou ncement of the refu sal of the Na­ 
tional Bank of Commerce to longer af­ 
ford clearing hou se facilities to the 
K nickerbocker T ru st company. 
The 
$7,000,000 debit of the National Bank 
of Commerce at the clearing hou se 
was ascribed to clearings for Monday 
for the Knickerbocker Tru st company 
and gave a m easu re of the bu rdens 
which the bank was refu sing to as­ 
su me fu rther. 
The ru n on the Knick­ 
erbocker company was alm ost a m at­ 
te r of cou rse, in view of the revela 
lions overnight, and the annou nce 
m ent of the su spension of this compa­ 
ny cau sed the stock m arket to stagger 
and sent a trem or of apprehension 
throu gh the whole financial 
fabric. 
This convu lsive period of the day’s 
liqu idation ran conditions to the verge 
of panic. 
After that it righted itself 
to so m e extent and became qu ieter. 
This was partly du e to hopes that the 
tru st company wou ld he able to re 
su me with its su pply of cu rrency re­ 
plenished. 
The su rvey of the situ a­ 
tion, however, extended far beyond 
the affairs of the single institu tion 
Immediately involved and embraced 
the whole banking and money position. 
The feeling of distru st am ongst depos­ 
itors seemed to be restricted to a nar­ 
row' field in the city of New York 
itself, and apparently did not seriou sly 
affect even the tru st companies gen­ 
erally. 
Advices from the cou ntry at 
large were reassu ring and indicated 
comparatively 
little 
distu rbance 
of 
sentim ent on accou nt of the New York 
situ ation. These facts wrere gratifying 
to the high financial au thorities who 
were on gu ard, and had mu ch to do 
with keeping down demoralization. 
T hat holders of fu nds on deposit 
were strengthening their position for 
possible demands was evident, and 
constitu ted the active motive force in 
the day’s events. 
Credits w'ere re­ 
called on a large scale and the call 
loan rate ran u p to 70 per cent at the 
stock exchange. 
The feeling in the 
financial district is one of open qu es­ 
tion of how far the contraction of cred­ 
it incident to the distru st now' arou sed 
may have to go and how far it will ne­ 
cessitate fu rther bu siness contraction 
to fit the resou rces available. 
Secretary of the Treasu ry George B 
Cortelyou reached New York 
from 
W ashington at 9 :30 o’clock last night. 
He was met at Jersey City by Hamil­ 
ton Fish, assistant United State's trea­ 
su rer, and the two were in earnest 
conversation du ring the ferry trip to 
Newr York. 
Upon reaching this city 
they went at once to the Hotel Man­ 
hattan, where several bankers later 
presented to the secretary the variou s 
phases of the local financial condition. 
Secretary Cortelyou is here to thor­ 
ou ghly look into the financial situ a­ 
tion, which he has had u nder observa­ 
tion for several weeks, and will do all 
fee can to relieve the present stresa 


Before leaving W ashington late yes­ 
terday, Mr. Cortelyou directed that 
$6,000,000 be deposited with New York 
banks as soon as the necessary collat­ 
eral had been fu rnished. 
The Knickerbocker T ru st Co., the 
Storm center yesterday, paid ou t cash 
to depositors at the rate of $44,444 
a minu te for three hou rs, and then 
closed its doors. 
The directors had, 
as they thou ght, fu lly prepared for a 
ru n, and cau sed to be annou nced in 
the papers that $ 8,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
in cash was 
on hand to meet all eventu alities. The 
$3,000,000 
lasted 
u ntil 
12:30, when 
Vice President Joseph T. Brown an­ 
nou nced that the bank had no more 
cash available, and paym ents were 
su spended. 


C O U L D N ’T C O N T R O L C R O V /D

Moorish troops, estim ated to nu m ­ 
ber 7,000 men and equ ipped with field 
gu ns and modern rifles, not only drove 
the French back to the city w'alls, bu t 
menaced the town to the extent that 
the French au thorities fou nd it expe­ 
dient to requ est aid from a Spanish 
worship in the harbor to repel the at­ 
tack. 
Castle Anfloos, located at Timsou r- 
in, near Mogador, which is known to 
hold half a million dollars, is endan­ 
gered by the advance of the Third div­ 
ision, u nder Mu lai Hafid. 
The castle 
is being defended by Caid Anfloos him­ 
self, who represents Su ltan Abd el 
Aziz in the sou th. 
The French troopship Artois left 
here last night hu rriedly, with troops 
and machine gu ns on board.

force is going to the assistance of 
Caid Anfloos.

Off the Moors . 
Casablanca, Su nday, Oct. 20.— (Via 
Tangier.)—The timely arrival of Gen­ 
eral Dru de with reinforcem ents alone 
saved Colonel De F retay’s reconnoiter- 
ing colu mn from annihilation yester­ 
day near Taddert. 
The troops, which 
were sent ou t to search for the body 
of a Frenchm an named Ku ntzer. who 
had wandered from the camp and was 
mu rdered, consisted of a detachm ent 
of cavalry, two companies of infantry 
and a section of a rapid fire gu n b at­ 
tery. 
On arriving at Alvarez a grou p 
of sixty Moorish horsemen was seen 
on top of a mou nd. Colonel De Fretay 
ordered a squ ad of regu lar Algerian 
cavalry to give chase and a hot pu r­ 
su it was kept u p for abou t three miles, 
when su ddenly the hills beyond w'ere 
seen to be sw arm ing with horsemen. 
The Algerian troopers, realizing that 
they had fallen into a trap, retired 
slowly. 
The Moors, who wrere constantly be­ 
ing reinforced, then began a circling 
movement with the object of tu rning 
the French position, bu t were momen­ 
tarily checked bv the su stained tiro of 
the Infantry and a hail of bu llets from 
the rapid-fire gu ns. 
Nevertheless, the 
situ ation was growing critical. 
Fu lly 
F>,000 
white-clad 
Moorish 
warriors 
threatened to overwhelm Colonel De 
F retay’s colu mn, when General Dru de, 
who * arrived u pon the Moorish flank 
u nperceived, with two companies of 
infantry, two batteries of field gu ns 
and another section of the rapid» fir<* 
gu n battery, opened on the enemy wtih 
all his gu ns. 
The Moors were taken 
completely by su rprise, and, taking ad­ 
vantage of the confu sion into which 
the 
natives 
were 
thrown, 
General 
Dru de qu ickly massed and lau nched 
his cavalry into a fu riou s charge on 
the Moors, resu lting in fierce hand-to- 
hand fighting, the French troopers and 
Algerian irregu lars sabering the en­ 
emy right and left. 
The Moors were 
u nable to w ithstand the attack and 
broke and fled. 
The French losses 
were Captain Ihler, killed; Jardey, a 
private of the Chasseu rs Afriqu e, who 
was wou nded and carried by his fran­ 
tic horse into the thick of the enemy, 
by whom he was decapitated and hor­ 
ribly mu tilated, and another Chasseu r 
Afriqu e, 
w'ho was killed. 
Jard ey’s 
headless body su bsequ ently was recov­ 
ered and brou ght back to the camp. 
Over sixty Moors were left dead on 
the field, the m ajority being killed by 
the saber. 
Du ring the height of the 
combat 
the 
French 
cru iser 
Gloire 
changed her anchorage and dropped 
shells among the Moors. 
After the French charge General 
Dru de formed his troops into two hol­ 
low’ 
squ ares 
and 
moved 
eastw ard 
toward his camp, u nder cover of the 
artillery. The Moors several times re­ 
formed and charged, bu t never came 
closer than abou t 1 ,0 0 0 yards. 
General Dru de took back to camp 
the bodies of the nine Moors, which 
w'ere exposed in front of the mosqu e 
at Casablanca for the pu rpose of dis­ 
proving the reports spread among the 
natives that the French bu llets wore 
powerless to kill the followers of Is­ 
lam. 
The Moors participating in the at­ 
tack were two of Mu lai Hafid’s arm ies 
u nited u nder Mu lai -Rachid. 
In addition to the officer and two 
mon killed and nine who were wou nd­ 
ed. the French lost nineteen horses 
killed and seventeen wou nded.

“from calling or institu ting strikes or 
advising, aiding and assisting in the 
calling ior institu tion of any strike 
against the bu siness of the said m em ­ 
bers of said Typothetae, or any of 
them , for their refu sal, or the refu sal 
of any of them to institu te the ‘eight- 
hou r day, in their respective bu si­ 
nesses prior to Jan. 1, 19 09 , or the 
‘closed shop’ in their respective bu si­ 
nesses at any time.” 
The taking of a referendu m vote

Model Plant Being In­ 


stalled in Metropolitan 


Rushv ille at a Cost 


of Ov er Forty 


Thousand. 


There are a numner of things in 
Rushv ille that the citizens may well 
feel proud of, but there is nothing in 
which we are priv ileged to take more 
pride than the new automatic tele­ 
phone plant which w ill be completed 
soon. 
Nothing ev er conceiv ed by man 
in the telephone world can surpass the 
plant now under course of construction 
here and we will probably liv e many 
y ears before there are any improv e­ 
ments made on it, the latest and best 
plant ev er manufactured. 
George E. Kimball, of the Chicago 
Automatic Company , who is in charge 
of the work here is one of the most 
obliging fellows that ev er struck the 
city , and he takes great pride in show ­ 
ing one abont the place and how the 
plant is operated. 
All phones w ill be in the thousand 
or four figure numbers; i. e.—if y our 
phone number is now 234, when the 
automatic is installed, they simply 
add one 
thousand to y our persent 
number, making it 1234. 
This is done, 
for the machinery can only be opera­ 
ted with speed and a large capacity 
by ha v ing it in the four numbers. 
When y ou pull the lev er on y our phone 
to make a call, immedia tely y ou set 
the first tier of numbers in operation 
at 
the 
ex change. 
A 
plunger w ill 
reach out and select the number y ou 
ring, a secoLd, third and fourth like­ 
wise. 
When the fourtirnumber is se­ 
lected y ou are then a utoma tica lly con­ 
nected with the party y ou are calling. 
All that is neceseary Pthen is to push 
the button and ring y our party as long 
and as often as y ou desire. 
Should 
they 
be engaged 
in ta lking 
with 
another party 
when y ou call, y ou 
w ill hear a peculiar buzzing in the 
receiv er, called “ THE BUSY BUZZ 
this rings until the line is “ em pty .” 
One can transact business of the 
utmost secretiv e nature without any 
fear of any one hearing the cov ersa- 
tion, for under no circumstances can 


any one hear what y ou say . 
The present plant is built so that 
by adding small seotions the capacity 
can be increased to 10,000 
phones. 
(That one may appreciate how soon the 
plant w ill probably be running at such 
capacity it might be well to state that 
there is now in use about sev en hun­ 
dred and fifty phone? here, which is 
a good many for a city the size cf 
K ushv ille.) 
If the receiv er is left ha nging off 
the hook, and a party desires to call, 
by “ special automatic ” arrangement 
comes there to their home or place of 
business an a wful racket, which in 
the parlance 
of men telephonic, is 
called “ THE HOW LER.” 
The interior of the plant is one 
nightmare 
of 
[m a chinery ; 
wheels 
within wheels, and wires, bells, cogs, 
plungers, thing-a-ma*jigs, 
what y ou 
may ca ll-em’s, etc., etc., 
etc. 
But 
ev ery thing is arranged in a neat ma n­ 
ner. 
The sev en 
largest 
pieces 
of 
working machinery hav e the appear­ 
ance of a cross between a giga ntic 
ty pewriter and a cash register. 
Two girls can operate the entire 
plant in the day time and one girl will 
be able to care for the business after 
night. 
The principal duty of these 
employ es w ill be to attend to the long 
distance calls. 
To get long [distance 
or out-of-town calls in the last hole on 
the dial is a place marked for this 
purpose. 
This reaches central and the 
operator asks y ou who 
y ou would 
speak w it h ; then she telephones the 
place designated and gets y our party . 
Prev ious to this she hasasked y on the 
number of y our phone and makes a 
record and charge of the call. 
When 
the outoftow n’call answers, she rings 
y ou with dial arrangement; the same 
as is on ev ery phone and connects y ou 
with y our party . 
Neither on these 
calls does centra lj,“ cutin” and hear, at 
any time what y on [say . 
“ I t’s 
per­ 
fectly gra nd.” 
The country lines are ail in the four 
thousand numbers. 
When they wish 
to call a party in the city , they are 
obliged to call central for connection, 
bat when city patrons 
wish to call 
country subscribers, they merely get 
the party line and ring the phone they 
desire. 
In some of the party lines 
there are four sucbscribers and one of 
the most remarkable things abont the 
entire plant to the writer Is the fact 
that one may call any one of the four 
patrons without disturbing the other 
three, as is now the case where one 
has one ring for a signal, another two 
rings and so forth. 
The new and im ­ 
prov ed wa y is done with a sy stem of 
bells; four phones all equipped with 


different cy cle bells which w ill ring 
when a certain v ibration of rapidity 
is caused by the number of rings giv en 
on the party line. 
None of the other 
three subscribers can Thear distinctly 
wh n one is talk Eg , nd a ’l they w ill 
be able to hear is the rumbling sound 
of some one speaking. 
With the new 
sy stem there w ill be plenty of room 
for country subscribers, and the com­ 
pany anticipates adding a number of 
new ones. 
George Dav is, the wire chief, will 
hav e a desk at the 
office equipped 
wth instruments which will measure 
aud locate where any trouble is located 
along the line—ev e? y t ring i 1 dene a u­ 
tomatic. 
In using the new sy stem one will 
sav e a great deal of time and it is a 
guaranteed balm hea ling for nerv ous­ 
ness 
In making sev eral calls it can 
be done within one third of the time 
now 
required; 
no wa its until the 
“ other” party rings off w ill be ex ­ 
perienced. 
The plant is 
considered a 
model 
one, as the building was erected to 
install the sy stem, and the automatic 
company will hav e photographs made 
here to use in their new catalogue, 
which w ill be issued the first of the 
y ear. 
The bea utiful 
new building, 
like the new Republican building, is 
constructed of white composite brick; 
it is fitted with a modem steam h ea t­ 
ing plant and ev ery conv enience marks 
the architecture of the building. 
There are a number of handy rings 
on the phone, among them being 9 for 
trouble, [and 
8 for information. 
A 
single rev olntion on the dial w ill get 
these departments. 
A single fire call 
w ill probably 
be installed 
later. 
When a resident is out of the city , or 
there is illness in the fa mily , or for 
any other reason, a subscriber wants 
his dhone out of commission for any 
length of time, arrangements can be 
made with central to hav e his calls 
come in to the operator on the long 
distance line, who w ill in turn inform 
the inquirer that the phone is not in 
use. 
The automatic is fortified a gainst 
fierce electrica l storms, which usually 
work 1 av oo with telephone p la n ts; 
each wire leading into the building is 
connected at the machines with a soft 
sodder, which will melt when stcrm 
electricity comes in on the wire, and 
the » damage done is confined to the 
one wire, as it disconnects itself and 
causes a wa rning bell to ring, before 
any damage' is done to the remainder 
of the pla nt. 
The matter can then be 
adjusted in a few seconds by the w iie 
chief.
